In a speech that lasted an hour 
and 27 minutes, Khrushchev also 
said the Soviets would rush to the 
aid of any Communist nation that 
might 
be 
attacked, 
including 
Communist China. 
He said the Soviet Union had 
agreed to pull its rockets and 
bombers out of Cuba, but he 
added: 
"It doesn’t mean we left Cuba 
to be eaten by the sharks of im­ 
perialism. We will come to the 
aid of the Cuban people.’' 
The Russian premier turned a 
local election speech for his heme 
district into a wide ranging policy 
statement on international affairs. 
His words were reminiscent of 
those spoken last Friday by So­ 
viet Defense Minister Marshal 
Rodion Malinovsky, who warned 
the United States that any attack 
on Cuba would start a thermonu­ 
clear World War 111. 
But Khrushchev widened the 
sphere of coverage by including 
the other Communist states. 
Khrushchev also warned the 
West to expect no further conces­ 
sions from the Soviet Union on 
the matter of on-site inspections 
to police a nuclear test ban. 
In a major radio and television 
speech, he said the Soviet Union 
already had made a "serious con­ 
cession" on tho issue by agreeing 
to two or three inspections yearly 
in the Soviet Union. 
You cannot expect any more 
from us," he said. 
The 
United 
States 
initially 
wanted 8 to IO such inspections, 
but now has lowered its minimum 
to 7. Neutral nations at the Ge­ 
neva 
disarmament 
conference 
have urged a compromise so the 
world’s major nuclear powers can 
reach agreement on a test ban 
treaty. 
Khrushchev also boasted that 
Soviet economic expansion h a s 
been growing faster than that at 
the United States in the past IO 
years. 
In a political speech before 
6,000 persons in the Kremlin Pal­ 
ace of Congresses, Khrushchev 
added that the country's indus­ 
trial growth is moving along to 
the point where "we are treading 
on

States." 
Western observers believed be­ 
fore he started speaking that his 
address would range over the 
whole spectrum of East-West is­ 
sues, and cover everything from 
domestic to key foreign items.

Con­ 
versely, the two townships in the 
joint district — Middletown and 
Lower Southampton, would have 
a lower tax rate. 
This was the estimate of the 
citizens’ lay advisory committee 
jn an updating report on their 
previous study of Act 561’s ef­ 
fects on the district. 
Budget Estimated 
Larry McCloy, chairman of the 
commission, reported to the dis­ 
trict board last night that the es­ 
timated budget for the district in 
at the time the act takes effect in 
1965 is $7,266,000. 
The average burden on the tax­ 
payer with a $3,600 assessment 
would be either $314 or $295, de­ 
pending on reimbursement tha 
district received from the state. 
McCloy said this is based on the 
idea that tme union district would 
be formed. He said, however, that 
it would be possible for the dis­ 
trict to split into two union dis­ 
tricts. 
The four boroughs could form 
one district and the two townships 
another.

He explained that a new bill 
has been passed in Harrisburg 
that extends the reorganization 
time limit from 1965 to 1966.
